Although tax cuts also will bs a major 
feature of the President's comprehensive 
tax reform program, they would not be 
¿expected to take offset until Jan. 1, UTS, 
which could bo too late to prevent an 
economic downturn and a rise in unem­ 
ployment. 
Administration officials are taking of 
over-all tax reductions in the President’s i 
comprehensive program of between 115 
billion to 910 billion, with about one-third for 
business and two-thirds for individuals. 
The tax reform plan Itself is still in the 
decision-mailing stage at the White House, 
but the rough outline is now taking shape. 
The scheduled release date has been pushed 


back until the third week in October. 
Although final decisions aren’t yet made, 
here is what is known about it so far: 
—Taxes would be decreased for most 
families with incomes up to 9100,000, above 
which they would be increased. 
—An example of the reductions would be 
a cut in the actual average tax rate from 
13.0 per cent at present to 12.4 per cent for 
families with incomes between 930,000 and 
990.000, a savings of about 9370 for a typical 
family of four in that income category. 
—Cuts would be even greater propor­ 
tionally for families with income under 
930.000. From 910,000 to 930,000, the rate 
would be reduced from 11.2 per cent to 0.6 
percent.

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Conclusive vote on 
gas pricing pledged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate Majority 
Leader Robert C. Byrd pledged Saturday 
the Senate will take a conclusive vote on 
natural gas pricing no matter how long it 
takes to end a filibuster on the Issue. 
As the Senate held its second consecutive 
Saturday session, Byrd conceded that 
supporters of lifting foderai natural gas 
controls ha vo the votes to win. 


But he predicted that federal controls still 
will be in effect when Congress completes 
work on the critical portion of President 
Carter's energy bill, although ha said 
producers will bo permitted to charge 
higher prices. 
"The tenete is tired of this filibuster," 
said Byrd, predicting that a oonehielvf vole 
is likely by Tuesday. 
Despite the prediction, loaders of the 
filibuster refused again Saturday to agree 
tosata time for a vote to and a flight that is 
threatening to block passage of the 
President's entire energy package. 
The Senate worked on the natural gas bill 
for six hours Saturday, then quit after a long 
series of parliamentary squabbles that did 
little to and the nubuster. 
borne senators have urged that Byrd 
should withdraw the bill and move on to 
other matters because militant foes of 


deregulated natural gas prices appear 
determined to to keep up their filibuster 
indefinitely. 
"I won't take the bill down," Byrd said 
heatedly during an Informal weekly 
meeting with reporters. "You can forget 
that rumor. We have to have an energy 
bill." 


Among other filibusters during his 19 
years in the Senate, the West Virginia 
Democrat said, 'This Is the most difficult 
one I have experienced." 
Meanwhile, on the Senate floor, filibuster 
leaders refused to concede defeat and 
continued to Mock a direct vote on the 
natural gas issue. 


Despite a defeat on a key test vote Friday, 
Sens. Howard Metsenbaum, D-f Ohio, and 
James Abouresk, D+8.D., said they were 
prepared to keep the Senate tied up for two 
more weeks if necessary. 
At issue in the protracted battle is 
whether Congress should end 33 years of 
price controls over a fuel source which the 
administration says is running out. 
Backers of deregulation say only if 
producers are allowed to set prices will they 
earn high enough profits to provide enough 
incentive to find now reserves. 
Deregulation opponents say that while 


higher price ceilings may be needed, an end 
to controls would raise home heating costs 
sharply and give the producers excessive 
profits. 
The Senate is considering a deregulation 
plan that would allow the ceiling to rise 
from its present 91.46 per thousand cubic 
feet to about 93.46 for two years, with the lid 
taken off thereafter. 
The administration is supporting a plan 
for a 92.03 ceiling which would rise with in­ 
flation, but remain as a cap nonetheless. 
When the Senate decides one way or the 
other, the natural gas bill must go to a 
HouaeSenate conference committee. The 
House has voted a 91.76 lid as originally 
urged by Carter. Byrd said that while the 
figure In the final House+Senata bill will be 
higher than 91.78, deregulation will be 
rejected. 
As he has for the 13 days since the Senate 
began the frequently emotional natural gas 
debate, Byrd held meetings off and on all 
day Saturday, seeking some way out of the 
parliamentary entanglement which showed 
not signs of ending. 
Although the 8enate has voted to shut off 
debate on the issue, Metsenbaum and Abou­ 
resk and their opponents have seised on 
other Senate rules to block votes on various 
natural gas options.

Damp weather slows 
down harvest progress 


JEFFERSON CITY - Farmor* made 
limited progresa in harvesting and other 
field work last week, according to a report 
issued Monday by the Missouri Crop and 
Livestock Report. 


Activity was limited because of damp 
weather and muddy fields, with only 2.8 
days suitable for fieldwork. All row crops 
need sunny weather to mature normally, 
the report said, and soil moisture was said 
to be 7 per cent short, 64 per cent adequate 
and 29 per cent surplus. 


At the end of last week, corn was 81 per 
cent mature, with 27 per cent harvested: 
soybeans were 22 per cent mature, with 5 
per cent harvested; sorghum was 75 per 
cent mature, with 30 per cent harvested; 
and cotton was 90 per cent open boils, with 
13 per cent harvested. 
The corn crop maturity is slightly behind 


last year, but still 10 days ahead of normal 
years. Damp weather prevented normal 
drying of ears and stalks, and the wet 
weather o the last two weeks has made he 
crop more vulnerable to lodging caused by 
corn borers and stalk rot. 
Quality of the corn will also be reduced in 
some areas because of sprouting kernels 
The 27 per cent harvest rate is slightly 
behind last year's 32 per cent, but 10 days 
ahead of the 16 per cent for normal corn 
harvest by this date. 
Some lodging has occurred in low soybean 
fields, where growth was heavy and wet 
weather has persisted The soybean harvest 
is just getting started, which is about 
normal, but slightly behind last year 
Sorghum is keeping pace with last year, 
and is about 10 days ahead of normal Some 
of the crop, whioch matured early, is sif- 
fering damage from sprouting and shat- 


tering. since harvest has been delayed by 
wet weather 
Nearly all ol the cotton crop has open 
bolls, which is substantially ahead of last 
year Harvest, which is 13 per cent com­ 
plete. compares to virtually no harvest 
completed by this time last year. 
Temperatures averaged three degrees 
about normal, with daytime highs In the 80s 
and precipitation 
in southern sections 
averaging 
75 to 1.5 inches, with a few

Instead they in­ 
sisted that the remaining 81 hostages, in­ 
cluding 14 crew members, remain aboard to 
guarantee safe passage to a still un­ 
disclosed destination.

U.s. sides with Soviet Union 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - Hie United State* Joined 
with the Soviet Union on Saturday in urging Israel to grant a 
negotiating role at Middle East peace talks to “representatives of 
the Palestinian people.“ 
A joint declaration, designed to speed up convening of a Gen­ 
eva conference on the Middle East, called also on Israel to with­ 
draw from territory occupied during the 1967 Arab+Israeli war 
and to recognise “ the legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 
In the past, the United States has publicly supported the “ le­ 
gitimate interests” of the Palestinians. The change, at the behest 
of the Soviet side, carries the Carter administration closer 
toward accepting Palestinian statehood. 
The declaration, issued by Secretary of State Cyrus E. Vance 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko after the tatter’s 
return to Moscow, represents the closest SovietAmerican 
cooperation since the two nations cfrchaired the convening of the 
Middle East Geneva conferenc briefly in December 1973 
following the last Arab+ Israeli war.

Treasury turns to cash reserves 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Treasury Department suspended 
sales of U.S. Savings Bonds and turned to emergency cash 
reserves Saturday following the expiration of its power to borrow 
money. 
With the Senate entangled in a filibuster over natural gas 
prices, Congress let the Friday midnight deadline slip by without 
passing final legislation to raise the debt ceiling. 
Hours before the debt ceiling expired and the government's 
new fiscal year began, the Treasury borrowed $2.5 billion from 
the Federal Reserve System, increasing its cash holdings to 
more than $18 billion. 
“There won’t be an immediate problem in paying bills,” a 
Treasury spokesman said. “ If all goes well it is reasonable to 
expect the government will be able to pay its bills for about three 
weeks.” 
New debt ceiling legislation is expected to be passed by Con­ 
gress and signed by President Carter long before the money runs 
out 
But the spokesman said that because there Is now no new debt 
limit law, the government lacks authority to issue new bonds and 
has told its 40,000 agents across the country to stop sefling U.S.

Saturday mail remains unsettled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite an overwhelming ex­ 
pression of congressional senti­ 
ment that Saturday mail deliv­ 
ery should not be eliminated, 
the Postal Service continues to 
consider the move. 
“We will not decide whether 
or not to eliminate Saturday de­ 
livery until after the completion 
of an opinion survey on public 
reaction,” a Postal Service 
spokesman said Wednesday. 
This was a restatement of 
Postal Service policy before the 
House on Monday voted 377 to 9 
in favor of a resolution urging 
that the current six delivery 
days per week be retained. 
The resolution has no force of 
law. If Congress wants to com­ 
pel the Postal Service to retain 
current deliveries, it will have 
to pass a bill to that effect. 


The chairmen of the two 
House Post Office subcom­ 
mittees have joined in in­ 
troducing a bill that, among 
other things, would require that 
Saturday delivery be continued. 
The bill by Reps. Charles H. 
Wilson, D-Calif., and James M. 
Hanley, D-N.Y., also would in­ 
crease the federal subsidy for 
the Postal Service and make 
the postmaster general a presi­ 
dential appointee. 
In the absence of a new law, 
the Postal Service is free to ig­ 
nore congressional sentimsnt 
on postal policy. 
One step that the mail agen­ 
cy would have to take is to al­ 
low the Postal Rate Commis­ 
sion, an indepedent federal 
agency, to hold hearings on any 
reduction in service such as 
ending Saturday delivery. Un­

The family of the singer re­ 
ceived approval Wednesday to 
move his body and the body of 
his mother, Gladys Smith Pres­ 
ley, to the pounds of the 134- 
acre, wooded estate he bought 
in 1957 for $100,000. 
“We just want to bring Elvis 
home,” D. Beecher Smith II, 
attorney for the estate, told the 
MempMs and Shelby County 
Board of Adjustment, which 
voted unanimously to approve 
the transfer application. 
Presley and his mother are to 
be moved from a white marble 
mausoleum at Forest Hill Cem­ 
etery to a site called Meditation 
Garden. 
Smith said the bodies would 
be buried in a grassy area be­ 
tween a fountain and a cres­ 
cent-shaped stone wall contain­ 
ing four stained glass windows 
depicting religious seen«. 
Smith refused to say when 


the bodies would be transferred 
to the estate, which overlooks 
Elvis Presley Boulevard.

A cut in taxes? 
Big business says yes, but legislators say no

JEFFERSON CITY - A 
lobbying group for Missouri’s 
big businesses announced 
recently that the state is in 
such good financial shape, it 
can afford to cut taxes for all 
its citizens.

A report prepared by the 
Missouri Public Expenditure

(MPES) 
said the 
state's general revenue fund

The coffers are so plush from 
increasing tax revenues, the 
report stated, that some OB 
million will be left over after 
all obligations are met.

Throwaway beverage con­ 
tainers account for about 70 
per cent of the nation’s total 
volume of litter, says David 
Thelen, leader of an anti-litter 
group. 
And 
Thelen 
believes 
deposits on the containers 
would stop people from 
tossing out empty beer or soda 
cans along Missouri highways 
and roads. He has asked a 
special House committee 
considering the litter problem 
to pass an ordinance similar to 
one passed by voter initiative 
in Columbia requiring a 
deposit on beverage con­ 
tainers. 
The special House com­ 
mittee, chaired by Rep. 
Charles Becker, D-Arnold, 
will be holding public hearings 
on the litter problem and hope 
to have a bill aimed at stop­ 
ping litter by Jan. 1. 
Thelen, a University of 
Missouri professor and head 
of 
Columbians 
Against 
Throwaways, testified before 
the committee at a public 
hearing Sept. 26 in Jefferson 
City. In a report given to the 
committee, Thelen said, “The 
National League of Women 
Voters has estimated that one 
beverage container in every 
four ends up as litter. 
Throwaway pop and beer 
containers compose from 60 to 


70 per cent of the nation’s total 
volume of litter. The Missouri 
Highway Departnfent testified 
last spring that 82 per cent of 
the litter it collected in 
Jackson 
County 
was 
throwaway soda pop and beer 
containers. In 1976, the 
highway department spent 
over$l million to pick up litter 
on state-maintained roads.” 
Deposits 
on 
beverage 
containers 
is only 
one 
proposal the House committee 
has heard, and the deposit 
plan has been strongly op­ 
posed by business interests. 
Other proposals include 
additional taxes on beverage 
containers with the funds used 
for trash collection, increased 
recycling 
efforts 
and 
educational 
program s 
discouraging littering. 
Among 
the arguments 
against the deposit is that it 
attacks only a part of the total 
litter problem. 
In die same public hearing, 
Neal Popham, plant manager 
of Continental Can Co., in St. 
Louis, said, “A deposit on 
beverage 
containers, 
of 
course, has to reduce the 
littering of beverage con­ 
tainers, but the effect of such a 
law on the total litter problem 
is another matter. We urge 
that this committee not 
concentrate its study on the 
beverage container but in­ 
vestigate the total litter 
problem.” 


While the deposit plan is not 
an answer to the entire 
problem of waste materials, 
Thelen said a deposit or­ 
dinance has reduced litter in 
Oregon, a state with a similar 
deposit law. In his report, 
Thelen said Oregon Gov. Bob 
Straub reported in 1975 the law 
reduced litter of beverage con­ 
tainers by 72 per cent during 
the first year and 83 per cent 
during toe second year. 
“An economic 
incentive 
works where prosecution and 
education doesn’t,” Thelen 
said. 
Retail grocers are among 
opponents of the Columbia 
ordinance, 
which 
was 
scheduled to go into effect in 
July but was delayed by a 
lawsuit. Some grocers feel a 
deposit discriminates against 
them and solves only part of 
the litter problem. 
Dick Wyatt, a retail grocer 
with stores in Ashland and 
Columbia, said, “So many 
things contribute to litter, 
maybe not along the highway, 
but it is very difficult to 
discriminate against some 
individuals and be viable. I 
think there’s more to it than 
just soft drinks and beer.” 
Another retail grocer said, 
“We’re just attacking part of 
the problem and we’re going 
to get a partial solution.” 
Some 
smaller grocery 
stores might stop selling 
beverages if a deposit law is 


passed. Dean Wagner, a 
spokesman for Southland 
Corp. which operates 7-Eleven 
convenience stores, said, “My 
main objection is our stores, 
being so small, just don’t have 
the space to store cans and 
bottles.” He said Columbia 
stores made 
plans 
to 
discontinue sales of beverages 
in 
containers 
requiring 
deposits before the lawsuit 
delayed implementation. 
Besides reducing litter, 
proponents of the deposit law 
say energy will be saved 
because bottles and cans will 
be reused. Thelen said, “One 
throwaway can or bottle 
requires four to six times 
more raw materials and three 
to five times more energy to 
deliver the same amount of 
beverage as one returnable 
bottle refilled at the national 
average of 12.5 times.” 
If a statewide deposit law is 
not passed, Alvin Hulse, of 
Missouri Friends of the Earth, 
said environmental groups 
may try to have the measure 
passed by initiative as it was 
in Columbia. 
Becker seemed miffed at 
the initiative idea. “That 
usually works into a nice, 
screwed up mess,” he said. 
The committee plans to hold 
at least two additional public 
hearings and possibly three. 
Included as sites for the 
hearings are St. Louis, Kaasas 
City 
and 
tentatively 
Springfield.

businesses lost more than $300 
million in merchandise to 
shoplifters, 
and 
paying 
customers have been forced to 
pick up part of the tab. 
Kenneth Carnes, director of 
the Missouri department of 
public safety, said three cents 
of every dollar spent in retail 
stores goes to offset the cost of 
shoplifting. “We’re the ones 
paying for the shoplifter to 
enjoy his goodies,” Carnes 
said. 
As a means of cutting theft 
in stores, the department of 
public safety, in a joint effort 
with the Missouri Retailers 
Association, is scheduled to 
begin a program warning of 
the risks of shoplifting and the 
penalities of getting caught. 
“It will be an educational 
program, using the media, 
directed at the thane that 
getting caught isn’t worth it,’* 
Carnes said. “We're trying to 
say ’If you're a shoplifter, 
here’s what can happen to 
you.’ " 
The program, which will 
include use of television, 
radio, film and billboards, is 
scheduled to begin Nov. 21 and 
continue 
through 
the 
Christmas shopping season, 
ending Dec. K Carnes said 
retailers will be responsible 
for about 933,060 of the 186,000 
total 
budget with the 
remaining funds coming from 
the fédéral Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration 
(LEAA). 
The idea for the media 


campaign came from Fred 
Rivers, 
executive 
vice 
president of the merchants 
association of greater Kansas 
City, who has conducted 
similar 
programs 
twice 
previously in toe Kansas City 
area. After Carnes heard 
livers' plan, he suggested it 
be applied on a state-wide 
basis. 
“Many crime problems can 
be attacked on the state level 
through LEAA funds," Carnes 
said. 
Rivers said the two previous 
programs were successful 
based on the number of 
shoplifting arrests and a 
survey of roerchaiaise lost 
through theft “The number of 
apprehensions was less after 
the campaign and inventory 
losses were less," Rivers said. 
“We know the campaign 
worked.” 
Carnes 
said 
the 
ef­ 
fectiveness of the statewide 
program will be measured 
following its completion. 
If

approach 
to 
shoplifting is promising, 
Carnes said a similar method 
may be applied to other state 
criminal problems. He said 
toopUfting was selected as toe 
focus of the program because 
of its high rate of occurence 
throughout the state — it's a 
problem familiar to all

“Shoplifting is oa the in­ 
crease,” Carnes said and 
Rivers agreed. Nationally, 
retail stores lost about $7.5 
billion in shoplifting last year, 
Rivers estimated. 
“You can tell shoplifting is a 
concern when you can’t even 
put on a coat in some stores 
without a clerk unlocking it for 


you,” Carnes said. 
One part of the media 
campaign is directed at school 
students who will have the 
chance to see a movie titled 
“Caught.” The film shows the 
consequences of a youtltful 
offender 
arrested 
for 
shoplifting and is scheduled to 
be shown in schools across the 
state. 
The 
program 
also 
is 
designed to demonstrate the 
types of devices used in 
detecting shoplifters and how 
they operate. “We want 
people to know these aparatus 
are in stores and are 


working,” Carnes said. 
In a sense, Rivers said the 
program aims to “scare" 
sane people who are potential 
shoplifters. “We want 
to 
educate the public 
that 
shoplifting is a crime and a 
crime is punished by a jail 
term and a fine.”

Meader 
has turned 
to music 


WATERVILPE, Maine (AP) 
— Just once, Vaughn Meader 
would like to be known as 
Vaughn Meader the musician, 
the piano player, the song 
writer. 
“I’d like my songs to get out, 
I’d like my music to get out,” 
he says. “ ... There’s a lot of 
musicians, there’s a lot oi 
people in the business, that 
know what I do, around where 
I’ve done it. But the public is 
not aware. 
“And it’s difficult to make 
the public aware out in Los An­ 
geles because, 
well, you’re 
fighting the same thing. My im­ 
age.” 
Meader’s image, permanently 
fixed in the public’s mind in the 
early 1960s, is that of a young 
comedian impersonating John 
F. Kennedy. Then in his mid- 
20s, he not only sounded like 
Kennedy, his hair cut like the 
President’s and his toothy grin, 
he looked like him. 
Meader’s record album, “The 
First Family,” sold six million 
copies and he was in demand 
for TV and the top clubs across 
the country. In August 1963, 
Waterville, his hometown, paid 
tribute to its native son with a 
motorcade through the business 
district and a dinner for him. 
Three months later, Kennedy 
was assassinated, and Meader’s 
career went into an eclipse as 
quickly as it had blossomed. 
Since then, Meader has lived 
a hippie lifestyle in San Fran­ 
cisco and been a “Yippie” in 
New York, worked briefly in 
Kentucky in a federal pro­ 
grams office, started a country 
music band, cut another come­ 
dy album and several single 
records that failed to sell, 
made an R-rated film with por­ 
no star Linda Lovelace, por­ 
trayed a reporter obsessed with 
the Kennedy assassination in a 
play that lasted a month and 
played piano for the sound 
track of the movie “Bound for 
Glory,” not necessarily in that 
order. And he’s been married 
twice. 
For the past three years, 
Meader has been living in Lo6 
Angeles, which he says is “like 
not living anywhere,” surviving 
in the music business. Now, 
he’s returned to Maine for the 
first time in six years to visit 
relatives and friends. And this 
time, he says, he intends to 
stay. But first he plans to re­ 
turn to Los Angeles and try to 
sell his "CB Santa” record in 
time for the Christmas season. 
“I’d like to sing and play” in 
Maine, Meader, 41, his long 
black hair flecked with gray, 
said. "Just rip it (his image) 
down and start locally. Maybe 
grow and maybe not, but at 
least play.” 
Meader returned to Maine 
once before to live, but his 
stay, in a cabin in the Sugar- 
loaf Mountain area, lasted only 
six months. 
Now “the music scene here is 
a little different. I’m a little 
different,” he said.

Ashcroft said 
there was no constitutional bar­ 
rier to a school board charging 
student parking fees. 
Ashcroft said the Missouri 
Supreme Court in the past had 
ruled schools could not charge 
fees for books, equipment or 
activities which were consid­ 
ered a necessary part of an ele­ 
mentary or secondary educa­ 
tion. 
However, the attorney gener­ 
al said, the question on parking 
privileges 
for students was 
whether they were “an in­ 
tegral. fundamental part” of an 
education. 
Ashcroft concluded “parking 
fees are constitutional, because 
student

grounds would not appear to be 
a necessary element or an in­ 
tegral or fundamental part of 
the school's activity.” 
In addition, he said, a park­ 
ing lot could not be considered 
as "reasonably related to a rec­ 
ognized academic and educa­ 
tional goal.”

The School of the Osarks in 
Point Lookout, Mo., was or­ 
dered to slaughter 79 hoed of 
its famous Holsteim after they 


had positive reactions to the tu­ 
berculosis taste. 
Missouri state veterinarian 
Dr. Taylor Woods said the tu­ 
berculosis was first found last 
summer in the hard in south­ 
west Missouri An investigation 
traced the carrier to an animal 
boufoit at the School of the 
Osarks. 
A spokesman for the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture said 
there is little risk of human in­ 
fection from the tuberculosis, 
unless a person drank raw, un- 
pastorised milk from the cattle. 
The herds throughout Mis­ 
souri will be chocked by s toajt 
force based at the state animal 
health diagnostic laboratory in 


Springfield. About ISO farmers 
met with state and federal offi­ 
cials Thursday to discuss plans 
to inspect the herds.

A lot of criticisms can be leveled against our crazy- 
qutit income tax system; but the claim that the burden 
falls disproportionately on lower-income people while the 
rich escape almost entirely simply doesn't stand up to 
inspection. 
Total personal income taxes collected by the federal 
government came to $125 billion in 1975. Computations by 
the Tax Foundation, based on the Treasury Depart­ 
ment’s latest "statistics of income" report, show that 72 
per cent of that total was accounted for by only 25 per 
cent of all taxpayers—those earning $15,895 or more. 
The top 10 per cent of taxpayers—those with Adjusted 
Gross Incomes of $23,420 or more—picked up the tab for 
nearly half the total personal income tax bill; and 5 per 
cent of the taxpayers—those with AGI of $29,272 or more 
—paid more than one-third of the total. 
At the extreme top, 1,149 taxpayers who reported in­ 
comes of $1 million or more inl975 paid an average tax of 
$1,011,317, says the Treasury, or a total of $1.5 billion. 
By contrast, the bottom 50 per cent of taxpayers — 
those earning $8,930 or less — accounted for only 7 per 
cent of total personal income tax collections, and the 
lowest 25 per cent — those with AGI of $4,044 or less — 
paid less than 1 per cent 
Also significant is the fact that the relative share of the 
income-tax burden on upper-income taxpayers has been 
increasing while the share paid by lower-income tax­ 
payers has been shrinking. In tact, several million 
taxpayers disappeared from the tax rolls altogether 
between 1970 and 1975 because of changes in the law 
benefiting those with lower incomes. 
The federal income tax is called a progressive tax, 
meaning that the more you earn the more you are sup­ 
posed to pay. All in all, it seems to be working the way it 
was designed to work.

THE FLUORIDE GENERATION 
The percentage of Americans wearing false teeth, 
or dentures, is "dropping dramatically," reports the 
American Dental Association, and the dental 
profession is taking credit for it. 
They deserve it. 
According to the ADA, a long-term emphasis on 
preventive procedures in the dentist's office and self- 
care at home has led to a drop in the segment of the 
population wearing one or two complete dentures 
from 35.2 per cent of the 3Dand-older group in 1980 to 
24.7 per cent of the same age group in 1975. 
Even better news is the prediction that the decline in 
denture wearers will probably increase even more 
rapidly in the years immediately ahead as the first 
"fluoride generation" enters the 30-phis group. 
Itwasdtait 30 years ago that community water 
fluroidation, the best general preventive for tooth 
decay, was introduced, and the kids who grew up with 
fluoridation are now coming to what used to be denture- 
wearing age.

Withheld From Market

WASHINGTON — Large 
amounts of Ex-Lax, the 
i 
f 
r laxative, have 
^ H i t o r e t l y w ithheld 
I from the m arket because 
they have been contam i­ 
nated by the toxic chemi­ 
cal PBB. Federal investi­ 
gator* suspect that a num­ 
ber of other food and drug 
products also m ay have 
been contam inated. 
The Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration has launched 
a confidential investiga­ 
tion into the contam ination 
threat and some of the 
companies involved m ay 
be referred for crim inal 
prosecution, according to 
informed sources. Mean­ 
while, inspectors are ana­ 
lysing dozens of other 
product sam ples for possi­ 
ble PBB contam ination. 
The am ount of PBB dis­ 
covered so for does not 
represent a serious public 
h e a lth p ro b le m , o u r 
sources m aintain. But in­ 
vestigators believe it Is 
likely that the highly toxic 
chemical has spread to 
other foods end drugs. 
The problem first sur­ 
faced In June, when Envi­ 
ro n m en tal P ro te c tio n 
Agency officials in New 
Jersey and New York dis­ 
covered PBB in soil, 
w ater, fish and even 
human heir sam ples frbm 
b aite r shop floors. This 
was the first tim e th at PBB 
has boon found outside of 
Michigan where thousands 
of pounds wore acciden­ 
tally mixed with cattle 
food, contam inating much 
of the state's m eat and 
dairy products. 
The discovery prom pted 


Rep. Andrew M aguire, D- 
N .J., to ask the Food and 
Drug Adm inistration to in­ 
spect the plants that were 
processing PBB in his 
state. H ie inspectors found 
that Fluidlzed Processing, 
Inc., of Newark was pro­ 
cessing drug products 
through the sam e equip­ 
m ent it used to produce the 
flam e retardant PBB. 
The inspectors exam ined 
three batches of a chem i­ 
cal the company was pro­ 
cessing for the Ex-Lax 
Company. No trace of PBB 
was found in the samples 
before they w ere pro­ 
cessed, but all three sam ­ 
ples contained PBB after 
being run through the 
m achinery. 
The inspectors recom ­ 
mended that the three 
botches, which am ount to 
about 18,000 pounds, be 
seised by the FDA. In the 
m eantim e, they are being 
voluntarily withheld by 
Ex-Lax, our sources say. 
But the president of Ex- 
Lax, Robert Howell, de­ 
nied to our associate Howie 
Kurts that PBB has been 
found in any of his prod­ 
ucts. T v s heard of no 
hatches being contam inat­ 
ed,* he said. *It sounds like 
a wild rum or to ms.* 
Yet inside sources report 
th at FDA is w orking 
closely with his company. 
For example, FDA has 
given Ex-Lax a m ethod to 
determ ine whether any fin­ 
ished batches of laxatives, 
processed by Fluidixed, 
contained PBB. And the 
general m anager of Fluid- 
i s s d , H a n k 
JacobowaU,told us that 


Ex-Lax officials have vis­ 
ited his plant to examine 
the data. 
FDA in sp e c to rs in ­ 
formed Jacobowski, 
he 
confirmed, that PBB has 
contam inated the m aterial 
used in laxatives. 
He 
insisted, however, th at 
PBB *was never run on the 
seme day as other prod­ 
ucts. Any contam ination Is 
alm ost im probable. We 
heve taken all precautions 
for this reason.* He added 
that state health inspectors 
also failed to find any con­ 
tam ination. 
But the FDA finds it 
unacceptable to use the 
ttitw m achinery for both 
products because residues 
of PBB can be left behind 
on the equipment. The 
agency will recommend 
crim inal prosecution of 
Fluidixed and the drug 
companies involved if it 
determ ines that the firm s 
were negligent. 
An FDA spokesm an 
refused to comment on the 
case because of the ongo­ 
ing investigation. But our 
sources say a decision on 
whether to seize other 
foods and drugs processed 
at Fluidixed is aw aiting the 
outcome of further teats. 
Tbs agency is also consid­ 
ering safeguards to pre­ 
vent such contam ination in 
the future. 
Meanwhile, hundreds of 
Michigan residents found 
to have PBB in their blood 
have suffered from head­ 
aches, fatigue, sleep disor­ 
ders end other ailm ents. 
Beirut Connection: We 
have warned repeatedly 
that the United States is 
losing the w ar against 
drugs, which undermine 
m orals and breed crim e. 
The latest injection of 
heroin into the U.S. blood­ 
strea m s, su rp risin g ly , 
comes from w artorn Leba­ 
non. Under cover of the 
civil w ar, the drug smug­ 
glers have developed a 
Beirut connection. 
The ragged form ers of 
Lebanon’s hill country are 
now growing opium. It is 


m arketed by a m ultim il- 
lion-dollar dru g rin g , 
which includes s W est Ger­ 
m an auto heiress aad a 
m illionaire West Germ an 
playboy. The sm ugglers 
have ties that reach across 
the Atlantic into the presi 
dency of e Latin American 
country. 
House N arcotics Chair­ 
m an Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., 
has traced the heroin flow 
from Lebanon into Latin 
A m erica, w here it is 
transshipped to the United 
States. 
This is a recent develop­ 
m ent Opium production 
used to be sparse in Leba­ 
non. The beet grades of 
heroin came out of Turkey, 
whoee hills used to be car­ 
peted with the poppies that 
produce opium. But lately 
Turkey has brought its 
opium production largely 
under control. Moat of its 
opium production is now 
channeled into legitim ate 
m orphine and codeine 
maricets. 
The drug traffickers, 
therefore, have turned to 
Lebanon whose police and 
m ilitary are still too disor­ 
ganised to cope with the 
problem. U.S. authorities 
have secretly approached 
Syria, whose arm ies over­ 
see the uneasy Lebanese 
truce, about curbing the 
opium production. But the 
Syrians have their hands 
full keeping the peace. 
U.S. officials on the 
scene have recommended, 
therefore, that Washington 
help build up the Lebanese 
national arm y to com bat 
the drug «H igglers. 
Footnote: In a cable in­ 
tended for official eyes 
only, the State D epartm ent 
has directed its em bassies 
to coordinate anti-narcot­ 
ics activities. This m ay 
appear to be an effort to 
crack down on the smug­ 
glers. But our sources say 
it is more likely to entangle 
the dedicated Drug En­ 
forcement Adm inistration 
officers overseas in Stats 
Departm ent red tape.

Inside Labor

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Union’s Powerful Wrench: 
Menny Called World Labor 
Chiefs Into Global Conference to 
Help Crack 8onth 
NEW YORK — On the wall of 
a national labor headquarters in 
Vukan House on Anderson 
Street deep in the heart of 
Johannesburg, 
South Africa, 
hanp the picture of George 
Meany, American unions' chief 
of chiefs. 
And at regular intervals 
during a conversation with the 
South African national labor 
lender, J. A. Grobbelaar, the 
Afrikander who heads the 
Trades Union Congress there, he 
looks to his left, points up to the 
framed photo and says en­ 
thusiastically, 
“ That’s my 
favorite plumber.” 
This wasn’t the first time on 
distant continents that I’ve run 
into the long arm and influence 
of the president of the American 
Federation of Labor- Congress 
of 
Industrial 
Organizations. 
Obviously not only in the U.S. is 
Meany’s image the common 
denominator of labor power •• to 
be called on when money, 
manpower, strategists and 
sheer political muscle are 
needed anywhere in the free 
world. 
On this global labor front- if 
you give, you get So, on 
returning from agitated Africa, 
I took as a phenomenon as 
natural as sunrise the fact that 
Meany had invited some seven 
influential labor leaders from 
across the world to help the New 
Y ork-based Amalgamated 
Clothing and Textile Workers 
Union (ACTWU) battle the big 
J. P. Stevens textile company. 
And these seven labor chiefs 
sure did travel far and long in 
response to Meany s invitation 
to come and sit with the 
American union’s 
leaders, 
Murray Finley and Jack Sheink- 
man and a cadre of organizers 
attempting to smash through the 
new labor frontier in the 
American South. 
Meany had reached across the 
world for two reasons. One was 
to do what comes naturally - aid 
one of his powerful affiliates 
which had called on the central 
AFL-CIO headquarters for help 
in unionizing some 44,000 
Stevens employes. 
And secondly, in the vintage 
era of his 60-year labor career, 
the 83-year-old Meany wants to 
roll across the Rubicon - or open 
the Mason-Dixon line and 
unionize the entire South. 
“Organizing is more difficult 
there; it always has been more 
difficult in the South,” he said 
recently. “Resistance to union 
organization is much stronger. 
But I don’t think that is going to 
stop the unions from organizing. 
“I think that eventually we’re 
going to crack the South.” 
Obviously the Stevens com­ 
pany la the first Maginot line to 
crack. After consolidating some 
religious forces behind the 
union’s boycott campaign, the 
ACTWU then asked Meany to go 
global He invited the textile and 
clothing workers union leaders 
fk-om Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, France and Mexico. 
They 
came. 
The 
Stevens 
company has affiliates, or is 
partner in textile and clothing 
firms in tharo lands. And there 
they are unionised. 
And among the foreign 
national textile labor chiefs, was 
Charles 
Ford, 
General 
Secretary, International Tex­ 
tile, 
Garment and 


Workers Federation. 
Now we get into that strange 
world 
of 
intricate 
labor 
organizations which the media 
rarely covers; rarely gets into 
the public pale; rarely is studied 
except by a handful of esoteric 
labor university students and 
rarely is undersood by “out­ 
sider.” 
Charlie 
Ford’s 
worldwide 
organization is an ‘‘Inter­ 
national 
Trade 
Secretariat” 
(ITS) -- meaning that it is a 
central organization of national 
unions each covering a trade in 
their own nation. For example 
the United Auto Workers union 
is an American affiliate of the 
Geneva-based International 
Metal Workers Federation. 
There are “secretariats” for 
almost 
all 
trades. 
These 
secretariats 
generally are 
headquartered 
in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 
In turn they work with the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions in Brussels. 
Total membership runs to 60 
million and more. 
If ever really coordinated, the 
International Confederation and 
the 
International 
Trade 
Secretariats (many of whose 
leaders actually are powerful 
socialist government figures) 
could decide the day the earth 
shall stand still. 
What Meany, 
Finley and 
Sheinkman wanted of the seven 
foreign labor leaders was to 
have them alert their national 
unions back home (in Australia, 
Japan, etc.), to convince their 
central labor federation (the 
counterparts of the AFL-CIO) to 
alert all affiliated unions to 
sound the tocsin- boycott the 
products of J. P. Stevens. 
And 
to 
get 
the 
tough 
longshoremen, and they are 
tough, in Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, etc., to refuse to handle 
or transport Stevens products. 
For several days beginning 
Sept. 1 the foreign chiefs met at 
the AFL-CIO headquarters in 
Washington with Meany and the 
ACTWU 
officials. 
They 
promised to go home and finger 
the Stevens products, the stores 
which stell them, etc. Of course, 
this will hurt not only the 
Stevens workers here but the 
Stevens 
affiliates' 
unionized 
employes in Japan and the 
Down Under countries, Mexico 
and the others. 
This is the first time, I do 
believe, such a global boycott 
conference has been held. In the 
past the ACTWU union clob­ 
bered the Farah Manufacturing 
Co., maker of jeans and slacks. 
Cesar Chavez has gotten table 
grapes boycotted. Pete Bom- 
marito’s rubber workers tried to 
get similar action against multi­ 
national 
tire 
companies he 
struck not too long ago. None of 
these global boycotts matched 
what is now planned by Meany 
and the ACTWU leaders across 
the world. 
This 
newest 
Operation 
Boycott is far more global - 
touching all continents. They’re 
even talking of swinging the 
Common Market and the United 
Nations into the act. There’s 
more here than the unionization 
of one company. There’s a new 
industrial world to conquer. 
First Stevens. Then the one 
million 
other 
non-union 
Southern textile workers. Then 
the South, U.S.A. 
Small wood« George Meany 
it the “favorite plumber” of so 
many labor chiefs.

Federal government 
to help Crystal City 
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CRYSTAL CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— The federal government is 
coming to the aid of Crystal 
City, the little Texas town that 
had its natural gas shut off be­ 
cause it hasn’t paid its bills for 
more than two years. 
It was not known if Lo-Vaca 
Gathering Co. would resume its 
supply of natural gas that was 
shut off last Friday. 
The town of 8,000 is getting 
the aid through Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and not 
through its own representatives 
in Washington. 
Kennedy’s office said Tues­ 
day the Community Services 
Administration has agreed to 
provide $160,000 to be applied 
toward the town’s $790,000 debt 
to Lo-Vaca. 
The federal agency also is 
giving Crystal City $60,000 to 
$100,000 for electric hotplates, 
butane and other services until 
the gas is restored. 
The town w ill also got long- 
range federal help to insulate ' 
its buildings and develop op­ 
tional energy sources, accord­ 
ing to Jack Leslie, an aide to 


Kennedy. 
‘“nits w ill get the people 
back into their homes to fix 
meals instead of cooking over 
wood fires,” Mayor Francisco 
Benavides said late Tuesday. 
Earlier the mayor had said 
he hoped the federal assistance 
would persuade Lo-Vaca to re­ 
store gas service but that “ if 
they wish to be negative, they 
can be.” 
The legal battle between Lo- 
Vaca and Crystal City started 
when the price of gas was in­ 
creased from 36 cents per thou­ 
sand cubic feet to $2 per thou­ 
sand cubic feet. Town officials 
said Crystal City, half of whose 
mostly Mexican-American pop­ 
ulation is on welfare, simply 
did not have enough money to 
pay for the gas. 
Simon Benfidd, a company 
spokesman in Houston, said, 
“We’re happy that the individ­ 
ual citizens will be helped. 
They’ve been caught in a cross­ 
fire We’ll be happy to tak to 
tho CSA, but until we hear 
from them, it’s pointleM to 
speculate about our next step.“

Long-range forecasting not 
scientific, researchers say 


More than 1,100 types 
of nails are manufactured. 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - Au­ 
thorities 
whose 
credentials 
range from none to quite im­ 
pressive have said we’re in for 
a hard winter, but two atmos­ 
pheric scientists at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia take 
their icy predictions with much 
more than a grain of salt 
"It isn't a question of being 
right or wrong," says Wayne 
Decker, chairman of the uni­ 
versity's deportment of atmos­ 
pheric science. 
"The issue is that there is no 
scientific basis for making 
these long-range forecasts. The 
best long-range forecasters are 
only right about half the time." 
Grant Darkow, another mem­ 
ber of the department, says the 
makers of such forecasts have 
a way of remembering only 
when they were right. 
"The National Weather Serv­ 
ice takes the correct approach, 
which is conservative, relative­ 
ly 
short-range 
forecasts," 
Darkow said. 
Decker cites a widely circu­ 
lated forecast that there will be 
plenty of cold and plenty of 
snow this winter but not as 
much as last It supposedly is 
based on sunspots, the position 
of the planets and the moon's 
tidal action. 
"Thera simply is not an es- 
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tablished link between the vari­ 
ability of sunspots or other so­ 
lar activity and the atmos­ 
pheric conditions that produce 
adverse weather," Decker said. 
Some colleagues in his field 
have indulged in long-range 
forecasts, and Decker says they 
should know better. 
"The best we can do is study 
climatic guides, like those that 
tell us about available soil 
moisture and past temperature 
patterns," he said. 
Decker was chairman of a 
National 
Research 
Council 
committee which studied cli­ 
mate and food for the National 
Science Foundation. 
It 
concluded crop-growing 
weather in the future is not go­ 
ing to be as good as it has 
been, but that is based on the 
fact it has been better than 


usual. 
"Our studies showed that the 
period between 1956 and 1970 
was uniquely good for crop 
growing in this country,” Deck­ 
er said. "We found no basis for 
expecting these abnormally fa­ 
vorable conditions to continue." 
He said the weather is a ma­ 
jor factor in producing food and 
not enough farmers realize it 
when they do their planning. 
There can be a broad, long- 
range change in weather pat­ 
terns with little effect in a spe­ 
cific area, Darkow said. 
"But now we are talking 
about climatic shifts, slight 
modifications that occur over a 
long period of time and can be 
documented," he said. 
"This is far different from 
long-range forecasting, which is 
far from a science."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission is cracking down 
on CB operators who illegally 
use frequencies not assigned 
for Citizens Band radio use. 
Hardly a week has gone by 
recently that the FCC has not 
announced yet another raid on 
so-called 
“out-of-band,” 
or 
high-frequency operators. 
Penalties include hefty fines, 
suspended prison sentences, 
revocation of licenses and con­ 
fiscation of costly radio equip­ 
ment. 
Out-of-band CB operators 
usually use modified CB and 
amateur, or “Ham,” equip­ 
ment 
to 
transmit 
on 
frequencies other than the 40 
allocated for CB use. 
The 
unauthorized 
frequencies often are assigned 
to 
business, 
industry and 
government use. Most illegal 
CB activity is found above 
27.405 
megahertz 
— CB 
channel 40. 
Out-of-band operators often 
combine their equipment with 
illegal linear amplifiers that 
boost their transmitting power 
from the 4-watt CB limit to as 
many as several thousand. 
Their operations thus inter­ 
fere not only with local trans­ 
missions of those authorized to 
use the frequencies, but with 
legal transmissions hundreds 
and thousands of miies away. 
“The FCC’s most basic fimc- 
tion is the allocation of the fre­ 
quency bands,” says Deputy 
Chief Richard M. Smith of the 
FCC 
Field 
Operations 
B u r e a u ’s 
enforcement 
division. 
“This was the purpose for 
the creation of the FCC - to 
make order out of the chaos 
that developed in the early 
days of radio, when there was 
no regulation and 
when 
various stations attempted to 
use the same frequencies. ” 


“To permit CBers to use un­ 
authorized frequencies would 
totally disrupt radio commu­ 
nications,” Smith adds. “If it 
continued, it would not be long 
before other groups (legally 
operating on the frequencies) 
would feel forced to operate il­ 
legally in other spectrums to 
get away from the chaos. 
“We’d have a domino ef­ 
fect," he says. 
Smith says the out-of-band 
CB practice has increased 
over the last two years, but not 
in proportion to the rapid 
growth of CB during the same 
period. 
He says the practice exists in 
all areas, but is predominant 


in those regions where CB use 
is most prevalent such as the 
East and West coasts and 
Texas which, he says, has 
more licensed CB operators 
than any other state 
“These out-of-band and 
overpowered stations generate 
the most complaints, ” Smith 
says. 
‘There’s a very concerted 
effort to curb these operations 
and you’ll see more enforce­ 
ment crackdowns in the near 
future,” he adds. 
“We’re working with U S 
attorneys’ offices, with US 
marshals 
and 
we’re 
prosecuting these operators in 
federal court.”

Moonlight” and “To Get to 
You,” did not record for the 
past two years because of a 
contract dispute with former 
associates. 
The dispute has been settled 
and he’s released his first 
single since 1975, “I Miss You 
Already,” which has been 
steadily climbing the country 
charts. 
“It almost ruined my ca­ 
reer,” Wallace said about the 
litigation. 
"My 
income 
dropped $2,000-13,000 a night. 
But now I’m ready to go. I feel 
like I’m singing better now 
than I ever lave. 
“People have told me I get 
better as I get older. I’ve had 
people tell me I’ll be singing 
when I’m 80.” 
The most striking part of the 
new image is his appearance. 
His once brown hair is now sil­ 
ver and his weight has dropped 
from 210 to 185. Additionally, 
his nickname “Mr. Smooth” is 
being 
touted in all his 
publicity. 
“I like it; it’s a good tag,” 
said Wallace, 46. 
Probably only Elvis Presley 
has had more success than 
Wallace at three cultures of 
music: rock, pop and country. 
Wallace began as a rock ‘n’ 
roll singer 20 years ago and 
made numerous appearances 
on “American Bandstand” 
with Dick Clark. He evolved 
into a pop-country singer like 
Eddy Arnold, Jim Reeves and 
Ray Price.

Angeles. “I love to sing a good 
story so I like to talk about 
love; if it wasn’t for women, I 
wouldn't have to talk about 
love; if it wasn’t for women, I 
wouldn’t have hits; they are 
the ones who buy the records. 
“You’ve got to structure a 
song to excite a woman — ro­ 
mance a woman.

Rod Taylor, the rugged, adventurous Australian who first 
became familiar to American television audiences in the series 
“Hong Kong” stars in the pivotal role of Evan Thorpe on NBC- 
TV’s “TheOregon Trail.” 
Over the past two decades, he has starred in such motion 
pictures as “Young Cassidy,” “The Time Machine” “The High 
Commissioner,” “Darker Than Amber,” “Separate Tables” and 
Alfred Hitchcock’s “The Birds.” He recently returned to 
Australia to star in the as-yet-mreleased “Hie Picture Show 
Man.” 
During his teen years Taylor attended Syfoey Technical and 
Fine Arts College, intending to be an artist. His weekends were 
spent as a member of the Mona Vale Life Saving Club, a rescue 
group which protected swimmers from attacks by sharks. The 
energy and enthusiasm the athletic young Taylor applied to these 
activités were channeled in a completely new direction once he 
had seen Laurence Olivier perform with the touring Old Vic in 
Sydney.

“Darker Than Amber”). In addition to “Hong Kong,” he starred 
in the CBS series “Bearcats!” (1971). In 1975 he made the tw» 
hour NBC-TV film “The Oregon Trail,” which served as the basis 
of the new NBC series. 
In private life, Taylor is a gifted painter and also occupies 
himself with wood carving furniture designing and building and 
photography.

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Protect Thyself 


Here are Ten Consumer Commandments, formulated by the New York 
City Department of Consumer Affairs: 
• Know thy budget; consider “wants” versus “needs." 
• Comparison shop for goods, services and the cost of credit. 
• Read advertisements carefully: find out if any strings are attached to 
promises. 
• Beware of impulse buying in the food market and elsewhere. 
• Before you part with your cash or signature, know the product 
manufacturer’s warranty and the seller’s refund or exchange policy. 
• Do not be lured by promises of easy credit— payments are always 
hard. 
• Never allow yourself to be rushed into immediate cash or credit 
purchases. The bargain that won’t be there tomorrow may not be such a 
good deal today 


• Never sign a contract in a hurry. Read every condition carefully (in­ 
cluding all the fine print). Do not sign a contract that you do not under­ 
stand, or one that has empty spaces to be “filled in later.” Before 
signing a contract, show it to a knowledgeable friend or consultant. Al­ 
ways get a copy of the contract, and keep it in a safe place. 
• If a business is required to be licensed, be sure you deal with a 
licensee. (Ask to see the license if it is not on display.) 
• If not satisfied with goods or services, do not despair— complain. 
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Give \öu rself Credit 


Credit cards can be practical economic 
instruments or the tools of your ulti­ 
mate financial destruction. It all de­ 
pends on how you use them. One thing 
is sure, though: Americans are acquir­ 
ing and using credit cards more than 
ever before, and constantly finding 
new ways to put the fantastic plastic to 
work. 
About 450 million credit cards are in 
use in America today, and last year 
they were used to buy over $80 billion 
worth of goods and services. Their pop­ 
ularity stems from the many advan­ 
tages they offer the consumer: 
• purchasing convenience 
• identification 
• proof of creditworthiness 
• consolidation of bills and accurate 
records for tax purposes 
• deferred payment after purchase 


Stores and businesses that accept 
credit cards also have found that they 
offer advantages. Cards encourage 
sales, insure speedy reimbursement by 
credit card companies and minimize 
bad check risks for merchants who pay 
a small commission for the service. 
Credit cards are testimony to your 
financial good name. If you abuse the 
privilege offered by the credit card 
company, your credit rating will suffer. 
You will also have to pay finance 
charges up to an annual rate of 18% if 
you do not pay within the specified 
time. 
Many people have become "credit 
card junkies" by considering the cards 
a supplement to their income rather 
than treating them the same way they 
would treat cash. When you charge 
large amounts, realize that you are 
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mortgaging tomorrow’s income for to­ 
day's consumption. Try to plan how 
you’ll be able to pay all the bills in Jan­ 
uary if you go on a credit card shop­ 
ping spree at Christmastime. 


Applying For Cards 


You should open an account only if 
you think you need it. Otherwise, the 
card will just offer a temptation to 
spend irresponsibly. Companies that 
issue credit cards went to get as many 
cards as possible in the hands of con­ 
sumers to boost their sales. But these 
companies will extend credit only to 
those customers who pay their bills. 
When you apply, they will ask for 
your name, address, employment his­ 
tory and credit or bank references. 
Some firms will also inquire about how 
many cars, trucks or boats you own; if 
you have a home telephone; and how 
often you expect to use their credit 
card. 
The chances of getting a card im­ 
prove if you can show you are trust­ 
worthy, honest, responsible, and have 
a record of sound financial judgment. 
By proving your ability to repay loans 
out of job income, bank accounts, or 
dividends from stocks and bonds, you 
should be able to obtain a credit card 
When you apply for a card, make 
sure you understand the conditions 
you are agreeing to accept. Most bank 
and department store cards are free, 
while many travel/entertainment cards 
charge an annual membership fee that 
can cost as much as $30. However, 
these cards can offer other benefits, 
such as complimentary travel maga­ 
zines or directories of establishments 
accepting the cards. Also, the head of 
a household, if willing to pay any re­ 
maining balances, can have extra 
cards issued to a spouse or children 
under the Family Membership or Pay­ 
ment Guarantee plans. 
If your application is accepted, make 
sure to sign your card as soon as you 
receive it. It is then valid only for the 
signer of the card until the expiration 
date. (Most cards have to be renewed 
every one or two years.) You should 
write down your card number so that 
you can report it to the credit card com­ 
pany if it is lost or stolen. 
If your credit card application is re­ 
jected, you are entitled under the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act and the Fair 
Credit Reporting Act to know why 
specificelly. If a store evaluates your 
application by a "credit scoring plan," 
it is not enough for a credit manager to 
say merely, "You didn't score enough 
points in our system.” 
You are not only entitled to know 
why you were denied credit, but also by 
whom. You can find out the name of 
the consumer reporting agency that 
evaluated your application, and review 
the information used in their appraisal. 
If you find incorrect or misleading in­ 
formation in the report, you can chal­ 
lenge your credit rejection. 
It is illegal to deny credit because of 
sex, marital status, race, religion, na­ 
tional origin or age (as long as you are 
old enough to enter into a legally bind­ 
ing contract). You also cannot be 
denied credit on the grounds that your 
income is from welfare, social security, 
pension funds, annuities, alimony or , 
child support, as long as you show 
these sources of income to be regular.

Mobile Homm 


The beet bargain in today’s high-priced housing market may well be a 
mobile home. Since 1976, these homes have been built according to 
strict Federal regulations. They’re safer and more durable than ever be­ 
fore— and their average price still hovers around $14,000. 
Contrary to what many people believe, a mobile home is not a trailer 
that can be pulled by the family car. It is a factory-built house on wheels 
that must be transported to a permanent homesite by special equip­ 
ment. Designed for year-round living, it contains all the necessities and 
many of the comforts of a regular home. 
A typical mobile home has about 744 square feet of interior space, 
and Includes a living room, a complete kitchen (with major appliances), 
a separate dining area, one or two bathrooms, one or more bedrooms, 
several cabinets or closets, an automatic heating system (either gas, 
oil or electric), and a water heater. Most of these homes come fully 
furnished. 
In many areas you can install a mobile home on your own land. How­ 
ever, there are places where this is prohibited, so be sure to check local 
regulations before buying property. Also investigate whether you’ll 
have easy access to water, electricity and sewage disposal, because 
you’ll have to arrange for these hook-ups yourself. 
If you rent space in a mobile home park, such matters will be taken 
care of for you. Rents in these developments can range from as low as 
$35 per month to well over $100, depending on the age of the park, 
where it’s located, and the services it offers. 


Import Aoport 
If you’re planning to buy something that you’ll have to put together 
yourself, open the package first to be sure the Instructions are written 
in English. A stereo from West Germany or a model airplane from Japan 
can be very difficult to assemble if you can’t read the directions. Even if 
you speak the foreign language, you may not be able to translate com­ 
plicated and technical data. In addition, if measurements are given in 
metrics, be sure you have the right tools for the job. 


Lunchroom Lawny 
If you hang your pocketbook over the back of your chair when dining 
out, you’re Just asking for trouble. Restaurants are becoming very popu­ 
lar with purse snatchers who calmly lift the handbags from the chairs 
of unsuspecting patrons. These crooks deftly ply their trade with tech­ 
niques such as the "coat drop," where the victim’s valuables are picked 
up along with a jacket that "just happened" to be dropped nearby. 
Creating a diversion or using the curved end of an umbrella to hook the 
strap of a bag are also standard methods in this shady business. 
You can avoid a costly and embarrassing situation by simply staying 
in touch with your belongings at all times, either by keeping them on 
your lap or on the floor between your legs. 


Cash In On Discounts 


A recent ruling of the Federal Reserve Board, the independent govern­ 
ment agency that regulates consumer credit, allows merchants to offer 
consumers up to five percent off the list price of an item if the customer 
pays in cash or by check. Consumer groups have long maintained that 
the thrifty shopper who pays cash should not be subsidizing the credit 
card user who pays his bills a month or two after the time of purchase. 
Congress agreed, when it passed the Fair Credit Billing Act, by legaliz­ 
ing the discount. 
The new regulation does not force a merchant to give his customers 
this discount when cash is paid, but it does forbid him from adding a 
surcharge on to credit card sales. Therefore, for an item costing $100, a 
merchant may let a cash customer pay $95, but he may not make out a 
credit card slip identifying the price as $95, and adding a $5 surcharge. 
The ruling encourages merchants who give the discount to use a 
"two-tag” system in their stores, so that each item will show the price if 
you pay in cash, and if you charge it by credit card. So far, merchants 
have been cautious in giving the discounts, but often this is because 
they did not know about the ruling. For them, cash purchases are ad­ 
vantageous because they lower bookkeeping and administrative costs, 
and allow sales to move faster on busy days. 
So, the next time you go into a store, ask the merchant if he offers the 
five percent discount for paying in cash. You might be pleasantly 
surprised! 


The Home Hinges On You 
When you are installing a new door or cabinet panel, take a little time to 
pick a hinge that will do the job best. There are over 75 varieties of 
hinges, so you should get advice from your hardware dealer in finding 
the style most appropriate for your project. 
Most hinges are made out of brass or chrome-plated steel, but if you 
would like to give a decorative touch to your work, you can use an 
antique-looking wrought iron hinge. Brass should be employed in any 
moist place where a steel hinge might rust. 
Hinges can be mounted flat in full view, slightly concealed, or totally 
hidden. Those that are more exposed, of course, are meant to be decor­ 
ative. Here are some of the varieties you can choose from: 
• Butterfly hinges. These are always surface-mounted. They can look 
particularly good on classic or contemporary cabinet doors. 
• H and HL hinges. The shape of these hinges give them their name. 
They come in handy especially when working with old pine or 
mahogany. While the H is used for most standard surfaces, the HL 
should be applied close to the corner of paneled doors, so the L can 
help hold the door in place. 
• Spring hinges. This style will close a door by itself every time it is 
opened. The hinges are surface-mounted, so you can see the coiled 
spring that closes the door. 
• Piano hinges. These hinges, also called "continuous," are often up 
to 6 feet long. They are probably the strongest of all hinges, so there is 
little chance that the joined parts will wobble when they are used. 
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Soggy Collars 
If you want to rid your basement of dampness, you’ll have to find out 
what's causing it. Most often, the culprits are condensation and seep­ 
age: 
• Condensation usually occurs on summer days, when warm and 
humid air comes in contact with cool walls and other surfaces. In most 
cases, adequate ventilation can prevent this from happening. Water 
beads on cold water pipes are a sure sign of condensation. 
• Seepage commonly occurs in older houses where age has caused 
the foundation wall to become porous. Moisture slowly seeps through 
it and into the basement. 
To find out exactly why your basement is damp, try this test: Find a 
wall area that's frequently moist. Dry it off and affix a small mirror or 
other non-porous material to the surface with a good adhesive tape. 
Leave it in place for a full day, and then remove it. If moisture is on the 
side that was facing the wall, the problem is seepage. If it's on the room 
side, the problem is condensation.

You should have your car checked out by a mechanic, 
but any of these symptoms can mean front end problems: 
• The car often drifts, shimmies or needs steering corrections. 
• The tires are worn unevenly. 
• When braking, the car pulls to one side. 
• The front tires appear tilted or not parallel to each other. 
If you think your car is in need of some straightening out, take it to an 
expert in the front end field. You can find one listed in the Yellow Pages 
under "Wheel Alignment, Frame, and Axle Servicing" or “Automobile 
Repairing and Service." 


Tim In For Information 
A new kind of radio service called the Travelers Information Station is 
beginning to appear on the air all over the country. Some have already 
been operational for a few years at major amusement parks, but now 
the Federal government will be operating its own stations. 
You can tune in at either 530 or 1610 khz on your AM dial. The Federal 
Communications Commission, which approved the concept, says that 
these stations will be set up as travelers approach airports, train and 
bus terminals, public parks and historical sites, and interstate highway 
exchanges, bridges and tunnels. The stations will: 
• warn you of road hazards, or threatening weather conditions. 
• give you directions to parking lots. 
• tell you about the availability of hotel space. 
• inform you of opening and closing times of public facilities. 
• alert you to any special events taking place that day. 
The stations have come into existence after the FCC overcame con­ 
siderable opposition from local broadcasting stations that were con­ 
cerned that the new TIS service would cut into their listening audiences. 


Tidy Traveling 


Those quick roadside snacks of fried chicken and hamburgers can 
leave you feeling pretty greasy for the rest of the trip. If you'd rather 
continue the drive in comfort, here’s a way to make inexpensive and 
disposable wet-wipes: 
• Wet down, but don’t soak, as many paper towels as you will need. 
• Fold them into small squares and press out any excess moisture. 
• Place the moist squares in a plastic bag, twist the opening air-tight 
and refrigerate them until you are ready to go. 
• Add a few drops of toilet water or after-shave lotion to the towels if 
you like a cooling fragrance, but don’t use treated wipes near your eyes 
or on open cuts. 


Homes Across The Water 


Many British citizens, caught in the midst of a shaky economy, have 
found that by opening their homes to American travelers, they can sup­ 
plement their incomes and make new friends at the same time. Such an 
arrangement allows the visitor to see England as the English do, avoid­ 
ing many of the tourist traps that await most Americans abroad. 
Afternoon teas on a country estate, informal dinner parties at subur­ 
ban homes, and pubbing with your hosts one night in London are some 
ways you can sample the British way of life. One firm specializing in 
these trips tries to match the lifestyle of the visitor to the host so that 
personalities have a better chance of meshing.

Ease With Antifreeze 
When winterizing your car, be sure to check your radiator's supply of 
antifreeze. Test it before winter arrives to see that the solution is still 
strong and clean. You should use a mixture of 60 percent ethylene- 
glycol to 40 percent distilled water; this will protect your car’s radiator 
to 34 ° F below zero. Undiluted antifreeze can harm the engine. 
It is a waste of money to put in new antifreeze every year. With proper 
care, you should have to flush your radiator only every two or three 
years. To avoid any problems, make sure you add rust inhibitors and 
water pump lubricants occasionally, unless you use a good grade 
permanent antifreeze which already includes these ingredients. 
On an extremely cold day, if you suspect that your antifreeze solution 
is weak, unscrew the radiator cap to see if the mixture inside is liquid or 
slush. If it is slushy, start the motor and leave it running for about five 
minutes until your temperature gauge reads normal (or pour boiling 
water on the radiator to melt the slush). When the coolant is liquid 
again, you can start to drive. Don't start a car when the coolant is frozen 
solid—wait until the temperature rises or leave the car in a warm gar­ 
age for a while. 


Studded Tires Banned 


Studded snow tires, which once comprised about 40% of the winter tire 
market, are being outlawed in a growing number of states because of 
the damage they inflict on road surfaces. 
Eight states now have laws that effectively bar the use of studded 
tires—Michigan, California, Hawaii, Illinois. Louisiana, Minnesota. Mis 
sissippi and Wisconsin. After this winter, such laws will also go into ef­ 
fect in Connecticut, Rhode Island and Pennsylvania. The laws in Texas 
and Florida vary from one community to another. In 25 other states, the 
months in which studded tires may be used are strictly limited. 
If you're stuck with studded snow tires that are no longer legal in 
your area, you can have the studs removed commercially for about $15 
$25 But the most economical solution is to pull out the 100-250 half 
inch studs yourself. You'll need a pair of self-locking pliers (or "sidecut- 
ters ) and some liquid soap to lubricate the studs as you extract them. 
(Don't use oil because it can damage the rubber tires.) You needn't re­ 
move the tires from the wheels to do this job. However, it will take sev 
eral hours of hard labor 


It’snow Fun! 


Before the blizzards blow in. it's a good idea to stock your car with 
these essentials in case you get stuck in the snow: 
• A small shovel to help clear away the snow around your tires. 
• A bag of sand or cat litter to provide some surface traction. 
• An ice scraper to remove ice and snow from the windshield. 
• A heavy blanket to help you and your passengers stay warm while 
inside the car. (Don't keep the motor and heater running, since snow 
that may be blocking the tailpipe can cause lethal carbon monoxide to 
seep into the car.) 
• A few flares to attract attention in case you’re totally stuck and 
stranded. 
• A good flashlight to enable you to see what you're doing in case it's 
dark.

For Working Retirees 


You're allowed to earn as much as $3,000 annually without losing any 
part of your Social Security benefits. But. $1 will be deducted for every 
$2 you earn above that amount. The Federal government calculates 
your income on a monthly basis. So. if you don't make more than $250 
in any given month (250 x 12 = 3,000), you’ll receive your check in full. If 
you’re self-employed, the stipulation is that you must not work more 
than 45 hours a month in a small business, or more than 15 hours a 
month in a large or highly skilled business (medicine, accounting, etc.). 
Income from savings, investments, pensions, insurance, royalties, 
and anything you earn after age 72 won't have an effect on your bene­ 
fits. The government bases deductions on: 
• profits from self-employment. This figure is arrived at by deducting 
% total expenses from the gross income of the business. 
• total gross earnings as an employee This includes bonuses, com­ 
missions. fees, vacation pay (if paid in lieu of vacation), cash tips 
amounting to $20 or more in a month from your work for one employer, 
and severance pay. 
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Planning Ahead For Retirement Benefits 


If you re planning to retire by the.end of the year, now s the time to start 
filing for your retirement benefits Applications for various Federal, 
state, municipal, labor union and employer pension plans often get 
bogged down in a bureaucratic maze, and it can take months before 
your retirement payments actually start. Social Security benefits, too. 
may be delayed for quite a while So the earlier you act. the better 
chance you'll have of getting your first benefit checks shortly after you 
stop working. 
Upon retiring, you may also have to choose between dropping a 
group life insurance policy or keeping it in effect on an individual basis 
—at a much higher premium. In other cases, it may be a question of 
trading in your policy for an immediate lump sum payment, or ac­ 
cepting instead a smaller monthly payment for a specific period of time 
(sometimes for life) Such choices can be difficult, and often they must 
be made within 30 days of retirement So it s best to start thinking 
about them well in advance of the deadline 
Even if you don't retire, once you reach the age of 65 you become 
eligible for Medicare, the Federally sponsored hospital and medical in­ 
surance program To get this protection as early as possible, you must 
enroll during the three months prior to your 65th birthday 
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Low Budget, High Nutrition

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Throwing a party? Then the most con­ 
venient and successful way to pull it 
off might just be by hiring a caterer. 
Reputable caterers can anticipate 
most problems that might occur in 
planning a party. They can arrange 
where the party will be held, what food 
and liquor will be served, and what en­ 
tertainment will be provided. Their 
prices can vary widely, but usually they 
can do the job cheaper and more effi­ 
ciently than if you tried to do it your­ 
self. Caterers often charge less than 
hotels or restaurants would for similar 
service. 
The key to a successfully catered 
party is coordination between you and 
the caterer. By planning out every de­ 
tail from the invitations and decor to 
the menu and seating arrangement, 
the guests will have a good time, and 
your mind can be put at ease in ad­ 
vance. 
You can have almost any kind of 
party catered. Celebrations of anniver­ 
saries, bar mitzvahs, birthdays, en­ 
gagements, family reunions, gradua­ 
tions or weddings can be memorable 
evems with proper preparation. Other 
sorts of parties that lend themselves to 
catering include: 
• baby or bridal showers 
• bachelor parties 
• bon voyage parties 
• retirement or testimonial dinners 
• Thanksgiving or New Year's Eve 
celebrations 


Planning The Party 
Before you even contact a caterer, 
you should have a clear idea of the 
kind of function you are planning to 
have, what kind of hall you would like 
to hold It in, what kinds of food and 
drink you plan to have served, and 
most importantly, how much you want 
to spend. You should also know if you 
prefer a sit-down dinner or a buffet, 
and if you plan to have a cocktail re­ 
ception. By knowing each of these de­ 
tails, you will be able to pick the cater­ 
er most appropriate for your needs. 
The earlier you begin planning for a 
party, the better. Most caterers are ac­ 
customed to six months' to a year’s ad­ 
vance notice for a wedding or bar 
mitzvah, with a few months' or weeks' 
warning for simpler occasions. As you 
search for a caterer, ask for a list of re­ 
cent customers; contact several to see 
how well they were satisfied. Also ask 
if you can attend one of the caterer's 
parties to see how the food is prepared 
and served. 
Once you have selected a caterer 
you feel comfortable working with, ar­ 
range a theme for your party. Catered 
events have taken on just about every 
theme from circuses and luaus to 
pirates, politics and clambakes. Within 
your theme, you can then pick a menu 
and decor. The fancier the food and 
decorations you order, of course, the 
more you will pay. If you have budgeted 


for an elaborate party, you can order all 
kinds of artistic hors d’oeuvres, main 
courses and desserts, with appropri­ 
ate wines to match. Your decorations 
can include elegant floral arrange­ 
ments, or even ice sculptures. 
Caterers can also take care of other 
details for your party. They can arrange 
for your linen, any special cakes, pho­ 
tographers and any entertainment like 
an orchestra, comedian or singer. They 
can provide a tent for an outdoor party, 
or get a priest or rabbi to officiate at a 
wedding or bar mitzvah. If you need to 
rent a gown or tuxedo, some caterers 
will help you, and others will even plan 
a honeymoon for a newlywed couple. 
The Contract 


After all the details have been 
agreed upon, make sure every single 
one is written into a contract that both 
you and the caterer sign. This should 
include exactly what food will be 
served from the first hors d’oeuvre to 
the last after-dinner mint, as well as 
any other special services you are hav­ 
ing the caterer provide. 
In the contract, you must guarantee 
the caterer a minimum number of peo­ 
ple who will attend your party. This will 
provide the basis for the price you will 
pay, because a caterer charges a cer­ 
tain amount per person. The more 
guests you invite, the lower the cost- 
per-person will be. Your estimate 
should be as accurate as possible, be- 


cauu - if you over-estimate, you will be 
stuck with a glut of food, and if you un­ 
der-estimate, there will not be enough 
food to go around. Two days before the 
event, you should provide your caterer 
with the final, up-to-date guest list. 
Some caterers ask for full payment 
before the party, while others require a 
deposit of at least 20*/« of the total 
cost. This protects them in case you try 
to cancel the party. If a couple decides 
at the last minute that they want to 
have a small wedding instead of a 
large one, the caterer does not have to 
change his plans. Similarly, if the day 
of the party brings bad weather, you 
still must pay for the number of guests 
you guaranteed. The only legitimate 
reason that will let you out of your con­ 
tract obligation is if the prindipal per­ 
son being honored is unable to attend. 
If you are unsatisfied with the food 
or service your caterer provides, do not 
pay him. Just as you must uphold your 
end of the contract, the caterer must 
deliver what was promised. These 
problems can be avoided, though, if 
you are careful in picking your caterer 
in the first place. 
After the party is over, you can often 
take home whatever food is left, 
though some caterers throw leftovers 
out immediately as a health precau­ 
tion. You might also be able to bring 
home any spare flowers, and of course, 
any remaining liquor. 


Audio Products Safety 


Improper use of audio components can 
lead to electrical shocks or fire 
hazards. The Consumer Electronics 
Group of the Electronic Industries As­ 
sociation recommends these safety 
precautions: 


Installation 


1. The power cord plug for your 
audio equipment may be polarized— 
with one blade of the plug wider than 
the other. This safety feature allows 
the plug to be inserted in the power 
outlet only one way. If you can not in­ 
sert the plug fully into the outlet, try re­ 
versing the plug. If it still doesn’t fit, 
contact your electrician. 
2. Operate the set only from a power 
source as indicated on the set or refer 
to the Operating Instructions for this 
information. 
3. Overloaded AC outlets and exten­ 
sion cords are dangerous, and so are 
frayed cords and broken plugs. They 
may result in a shock or fire hazard. 
Call your service technician for re­ 
placement of such cords and plugs. Ex­ 
tension cords that defeat the safety 
purposes of polarized power cord 
plugs should not be used. 
4. Do not allow anything to rest on or 
roll over the power cord, and do not 
place the power cord where it is sub­ 
ject to traffic or abuse. This may result 
in a shock or fire hazard. 
5. Audio products are provided with 
ventilation openings in the cabinet to 
allow heat generated during operation 
to be released. If these openings are 
blocked, heat build-up within the set 
can cause failures which may result in 
a lire hazard. Therefore: 


• Never block the bottom ventilation 
slots of a portable unit by placing it on 
a bed, sofa, rug, etc. 
• Never place a set in a “built-in" en­ 
closure unless proper ventilation is 
provided. 
• Never cover the openings with 
cloth or other material. 
- • Never place the set near or over a 
radiator or heat register. 
6. Installing an outdoor FM antenna 
can be hazardous and should be left to 
a professional antenna installer. To 
avoid the possibility of electric shock, 
outdoor antennas and lead-in wires 
should be kept well away from power 
lines with the antenna mast perma­ 
nently grounded and a lightning ar- 
restor installed in the lead-in. 
7. To avoid personal injury: 
• Do not place a receiver on a slop­ 
ing shelf unless properly secured. 
• Use only a cart or stand recom­ 
mended by the receiver manufacturer. 
• Do not try to roll a cart with small 
casters across thresholds or deep pile 
carpets. 
• If your receiver or amplifier has 
provisions for connecting external 
speakers or other accessories (eight- 
track tape or cassette), use only those 
recommended by the manufacturer. 
Carefully follow the Operating Instruc­ 
tions when making connections. Also, 
do not insert tools or your hands in the 
opening for eight-track tape or cas­ 


sette, especially if the unit is plugged 
into a wall outlet. 
Um 


8. Never expose the set to rain or 
water. If the set becomes damp or wet, 
pull the plug and have it inspected by a 
service technician before further use. 
Rain or excessive moisture—even as a 
result of extended exposure on a back 
porch—may cause electrical shorts 
which can result in fire or shock 
hazards. 
• Never operate the unit if liquid has 
been spilled into it. Unplug the unit and 
follow the instructions above. 
9. Never leave your set on when leav­ 
ing the house. A malfunction may pos­ 
sibly result in a fire hazard. 
10. Caution children about dropping 
or pushing objects into the cabinet 
openings. Some internal parts carry 
high voltages and contact can result in 
electrical shock. 
11. For added protection of your 
audio system during a lightning storm 
or when the set is to be left unattended 
for an extended period of time, unplug 
it from the wall outlet and disconnect 
the antenna if an outside antenna is at­ 
tached to the radio receiver. This will 
prevent possible shock and fire hazard 
due to lightning storms or power line 
surges. 
12. Never add accessories to a set 
that has not been designed for this pur- 


pose. Such additions may create a 
shock hazard. 
13. If the set has been dropped or the 
cabinet has been damaged, fire or 
shock hazard may exist. Unplug the set 
and have it checked by a service tech­ 
nician before use.

14. If your receiver is not operating 
correctly and you are unable to restore 
normal operation by following the de­ 
tailed procedure in your Operating In­ 
structions, do not remove the back 
cover of the set or attempt any further 
adjustments. Unplug the set and con­ 
tact your dealer or service technician. 
15. When replacement parts are re­ 
quired, ask the service technician to 
verify that the replacements have the 
same safety characteristics as the ori­ 
ginal parts. Use of other than the man­ 
ufacturer's specific replacement parts 
(or their safety equivalents) could 
cause fire, shock or other hazards. 
16. Upon completion of any service 
or repairs to the set, ask the service 
technician to perform the safety check 
described in the manufacturer's 
service literature. 
17. Removal of the back cover of the 
set or defeat of a power line interlock 
may expose you to hazardous energy 
levels. Observe all cautionary labels 
and warnings.

Is your car rusting out prematurely? 
Do you fear that your warranty is 
virtually worthless? 
Are you fed up with recalls and in­ 
ferior workmanship? 
Do you want to be able to bargain 
wisely for a new or used car? 
Well, Lemon-Aid is on the way! 
Lemon-Aid, by Phil Edmonston 
(founder and president of the Auto­ 
mobile Protection Association, a 
Canadian consumer organization), is 
called "the book the auto industry 
could not suppress." In It, Edmon­ 
ston shows true concern for the con- 
sumer-driver. He wants people to 
know what is being done for them and 
to them, as well as what they can do 
to help themselves. He presents ex­ 
plicit charts of defects, repair prob­ 
lems, prices, and specifications for 
most 1969-1976 domestic and foreign- 
made cars, but he is not merely satis­ 
fied with exposing the unsafe and the 
unethical. Edmonston goes deeper. 
He knows the auto industry well; for 
the past eight years, the APA has 
fought for the consumer against large 


insurance firms, major automobile 
manufacturers, prominent tire com­ 
panies, and misleading advertisers. 
From his personal experience (he 
formed the APA after getting ripped 
off by a garage), he gives helpful, up- 
to-date advice on how to make an in­ 
telligent complaint (including the for­ 
mat for a complaint letter), where to 
go for help (giving more than 14 
pages of sources), how to sue wisely 
(with a list of necessary lawsuit 
materials), and how to start a con­ 
sumer group (suggesting consumer 
activism tactics and a sample press 
release). 
Edmonston wants the reader to 
know his rights and responsibilities. 
There is no mystery to the process of 
buying a new or a used car when the 
dealership system is understood. The 
two full chapters devoted to car-buy­ 
ing stress the "inside" information 
needed to be a successful bargainer 
rather than a dupe. "Don't place too 
much confidence in suggested retail 
prices." Edmonston says. "No matter 
where you buy a car, remember that if 


the sticker says you pay $3,500, you 
can begin at that figure and reduce it, 
by bargaining, at least several hun­ 
dreds of dollars.” According to Ed­ 
monston, a new car dealer makes the 
following percentage above his cost, 
if you pay the suggested retail price; 


Luxury model (fully equipped)... 27% 
Standard.......................................25% 
Compact.......................................21 % 
Subcompact........................ 10%-15% 


So, if you want to buy a new, stan­ 
dardize car that lists at $6,000, the 
dealer will be making $1,500 on the 
sale. There is no reason why you can’t 
shave this profit down to a level that’s 
comfortable for both of you. 
In general, Lemon-Aid is one of the 
most sincerely consumer-oriented 
and straight-talking books of its kind.

The Origin Of Halloween 
The word "Halloween" is a verbal condensation of "Allhallows Even," the night before All Saints' day (November 1) All 
Saints' day is a holiday (holy day) feast honoring all saints, known and unknown. It was introduced by the Roman Catholic 
and Anglican churches as a Christian equivalent to the pagan end of-summer celebration 
For the Druids of early England, the Celtic year came to a close on October 31. It was a time of harvest and food prepara­ 
tion for the coming winter. And, it was said that spirits of the dead returned to earth on that night to get warmth and good 
cheer from their kinsmen before the cold set in. Bonfires were lighted, probably to guide the spirits of the departed to their 
relatives, to provide warmth, and to ward off witches 
Despite the churches’ efforts, pagan observances continued, and during the middle ages, cults of satan-worshippers 
were said to have held their most important witches' Sabbaths on Halloween. They allegedly flew to these gatherings on 
broomsticks, accompanied by their "familiars." black cats. These folk tales are reflected in the motif of our current Hallo­ 
ween decorations.

In Ireland, groups of peasants 
went from house to house, demanding food or other gifts They threatened those who would not contribute, and promised 
good fortune to those who did. In this way. "trick-or-treating" began, and spread to the United States in the late nineteenth 
century, following the Irish immigration of the 1840 s

Learning By Degrees 
In order to plan ahead accurately when estimating future fuel needs, the government, heating engineers, fuel companies 
and landlords use degree day statistics. 
Heating degree days are the ones most commonly given in newspaper, radio and television weather reports. They reflect 
the number of Fahrenheit degrees that the average daily temperature fell below 65. 
For example, if the high temperature for any given day is 40 and the low is 32, the average temperature is 36 degrees That 
is 29 degrees below 65, so the degree day figure for that date is 29. 
Between July 1 and June 30, daily computations are added together to provide an accurate, current yearly total. A typica. 
year accumulates 4.000-5.000 degree days, with the higher totals indicating especially cold conditions requiring an in­ 


creased fuel supply. 


At A Loss For Words 


Although most of us agree that a 
drawing, painting or photo conveys a 
great deal of information efficiently, 
we have been misquoting a well- 
known adage. The real Chinese prov­ 
erb asserts, "One picture is worth 
more than 10,000 words." Now, how 
did over 9,000 words get lost in the 
translation? 


Now Hair This! 
Few foods can be grown, prepared 4 
and packaged totally free of foreign 
matter. But contamination must be 
kept at a low enough level so that 
normal cooking will make the food 
safe to eat. To insure this, the Food & 
Drug Administration has established 
the amounts of filth like hair, mold, 
dirt, rot, insect larvae or excrement 
that are acceptable in processed 
foods. Here are some examples: 
• Potato Chips— up to 6% by 
weight may have rot. 
• Corn Meal— in 25 grams there 
may be 25 insect fragments or one 
rodent hair; in 50 grams there may be 
one whole insect or one rodent 
dropping. 
• Peanut Butter— in 100 grams 
there may be an average of 30 o. more 
insect fragments, one or more rodent 
hairs, or 25 milligrams of gritty resi­ 
due such as dirt or sand. 
• Frozen Broccoli— in 100 grams 
there may be an average of 60 aphids, 
thrips or mites. 
• Tomato Puree— in 100 grams 
there may be 20 fly eggs, 10 fly eggs 
and one maggot, or 2 maggots

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O. l9 there eny difference between 
popcorn and the corn we eat off the 
cob? 


A. Yes, there is. There are three dis­ 
tinct kinds of corn. The most common 
is sweet corn, which we eat on or off 
the cob. Another type is grown special­ 
ly to feed cattle, and the third variety is 
popcorn. The latter pops because heat 
acts on the kernel's internal moisture, 
causing rapid expansion resulting in 
an explosion which forces the inside to 
burst through the hard outer shell. 


0. Although my kitchen ia atocked 
with every apice I can think of, I can 
never find the one I want when I need it, 
Whatahouldldo? 


A. It might be helpful if you made a list 
of the spices you have, and then ar­ 
ranged them in alphabetical order. 
Tape a copy of the list on a wall near 
your spice shelf where you can refer to 
it easily. Then you’ll be able to put a bit 
of spice into your cooking with a mini­ 
mum of looking.

Q. How can I keep coyotes from prey- 
ing on my liveatock without killing 
either of them? 


A. You'll have to use some harmless, 
but effective chemicals to do the job. 
One way is to leave pieces of mutton or 
beet that have been treated with a 
simple toxic salt called lithium 
chloride where the coyotes will find 
and eat them. (The substance will 
make the predators sick, and they will 
feel the same way whenever they smell 
sheep or cows again.) Another 
chemical you can try is sprayed on 
your livestock. It is a synthetic 
tabasco-like mixture that will make 
sheep or cows taste like spicy hot 
sauce. One taste, and the coyotes will 
be convinced to stick to eating mice 
and insects. 


Whenever aomeone puta down a 
cold glaaa on our antlgue pine dining 
taIHe, a hazy, whitlah ring la left behind 
thjt won't come out la there any way 
to clean it off without refiniahing the 
whole tatde? 


A. If the table already has a wax finish, 
then the ring should come out if you 
rub it with more wax right away. Try 
rubbing with a cloth first, and if that 
doesn't work, use No. 0000 grade steel 
wool. The best kind of wax to use is a 
water-resistant paste wax. After the 
ring has been wiped away, buff the 
spot vigorously until it is shiny. To pre­ 
vent this problem in the future, give 
your friends coasters to put under their 
glasses. 


O. Somehow, my luggege got covered 
with mold end mildew. Even though I 
tried to clean it with e bleach aolution, 
it la atm musty. What should I do to get 
rid of the ameli? 


A . The best way to clean such luggage 
IS with an iodine-based disinfectant 
Dilute this cleaner with water and uce 


it sparingly; a little will go a long way. 
Then you should put the luggage out­ 
side in the fresh air and sunshine until 
the smell is gone. To absorb any re­ 
maining odors, you can leave a shallow 
pan of baking soda in your luggage for 
awhile. 


0 . Under what conditions will Federal 
agendas ilka the Federal Deposit In- 
suranca Corporation and the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insuranca Corpora- 
Won not pay off depositors if a bank 
falls? 
A. None. Any government insured 


bank or savings institution will protect 
its depositors up to the maximum 
amount of coverage allowed.
